Diftruit of Philgias, and ap- 
prebenfion for her father, are evident upon her, at her entrance 
intelligence, furprife, and pleafure almolt too big to be fup- 
se inthe way it is, fpring into their place, and beam, and 
well upon ber features, the moment that the words, Evander 
is no.more! being {poken by Philotas, let her into his device, 
and affure her of his faith-—They are followed, while he pro- 
ceeds to relate the manner of Evander’s death (the tyrant be- 
ing turned from hér) by the fondeft expreilion of gratitude to 
* Philotas, in the bending of her body towa-ds bim, the folding 


‘ of her hands to her-breatt after fhe has flretched them vut, as 


"if to.enfold him, not to mention the {peaking play of her head, 
and motion of her lips; all feeming to fay, how fhe adores 


~him for his: goodnefs, and would throw herfelf into his em- 


brace, if ocealion permitted !|—Fear and confufion refume, for 


_ @ while, their feat, when the tyrant infifts to gratify his ven- 


geance with the fpeétacle of the old man’s head—bur immedi- 
ately after, when Philotas declares that he has given the body 
to the furge, thefe expreflions are chafed off, as quickly as 


. they returned, by furprife, and gratitude, and pleafure, till 


more brilliant than before—and, no fooner is Dionyfius de- 
parted, than fle flies to throw herfelf upon her Knees hefore 
her deliverer, and fixes upon his hand, with all the force of 
nature, the thanks which her dumb thow bad promifed. 
There was equal reafon to admire her powers, and they met 
with as liberal applaufe, in'a preceding fceae—that in which 
the propofés to imitate the tyrant, and turn his difpleafure from 


_ her father on herfelf. At the commencement of ‘the dialogue 


between them, while Dionyfias wauld perfuade’ her that the 
‘aged prince is provided with every comfort to footh his afflicti- 
ons, and render his confinement light, the eyes him uafkance 
with a look of feverity, that marks the fecret averfion of her 
foul jolt rifing to her lips. And, in {peaking her anfwer to 
his courtefy, “* The righteous Gods have marked thy ways,

tural to her, and fuftained, to appearance, with difficulty, but
